who robbed him of ?3:i and net the 
house on lire. 
Mercier, however, man- 


aged to unbolt tho door with his chin 
and roll out as far as the next neigh- 
bor's house and there give the alarm, 
The quick response of tho firemen of 
Engine Ii, who had been called by tele- 
phone, saved the building from entire 
destruction, but three rooms wero en- 
tirely gutted and the damage Is qulto 
heavy. 


Mr. Louis E. Mercier, who conducts 


a potato chip factory 
at 
HI East 


Meadow road, called at the police sta- 
tion this morning and related the fol- 
lowing story: 
"I 
went to Lawrence 


yesterday, as it is my custom every 
Friday, and returned on the last car 
from the down-river city. In company 
with my neighbor, Mr. Albert St. Den- 
is, I boarded the 11,45 o'clock electric 
for Moody street, arriving home 
at 


about 12 o'clock. When I entered my 
house my two dogs, one of which is a 
big) mastiff animal, were rather noisy. 
T ordered them to lie'down and then I 
went to the stable to feed 'my horse. 
When I returned I heard a noiso in the 
front room and, taking a lamp, I went 
into the apartment 
to see what the 


trouble was. 1 had no more than 
reached the porch when I was struck 
in the. back and thrown to the floor, 
and thc-o stood two men before me. 
One of them was very robust, weigh- 
ing about 
190 pounds. 
The other I 


coqld not distinguish. The 
two men 


jumped on me, tied my hands behind 
my back and my legs firmly and 
gagged me.

a Sun reporter this morning said that

She went to tho door and when 
she opened it, Mr. Mercier fell head- 
long hi the hallway.

and gagged and senseless.

utes later ho revived

police. 
The woman untied the ropes 


while her husband -pulled the gag away 


and went out to telephone for the lire 
apparatus. 
A Mass of Flames 


Capt. Bar'tleU said he received a tel- 


ephone alarm at 2.32 this morning, lind 
when bo and his men arrived on the 
scene, one end of the Mercier house 
was a muss of flames, while the owner 
was almost in a frantic spell. 
After 


some time the lively blazo was extin- 
guished, but not before it 
had con- 


sumed three rooms, the parlor, sitting 
room and bedroom on the second floor 
The roof and. outside of the house Is 
badly damaged, wbilo the contents ot 
these three rooms, including a valuable 
collection of books and a hurdy-gurdy 
wero entirely destroyed. 


Mercier was ixamlned at the polici 


station by Dr. Forster H. Smith, 
but 


tho latter failed to llnd any Injuries 
with the exception of a slight swelling 
on thu head. 


Mr. Mercier Is a very unlucky man 


for this is tho third lime his place has 
been burned within a few years. 
A 


little over a year ago the house was 
burned to the ground and un aged man 
lost, his life in the fire.

Is to 
gh'fi a thorough drenching and allow 
the surface soil to become dry before 
watering thoroughly nj,"iin. Ferns re- 


quire more water than most plants, and 
the earth should never bo allowed to 
become entirely dry. 


A lover of flowers who Has much 


success with Boston furna waters them 
in the following way: 
Every morning 


sho puts the pots of ferns In a largo 
pall and pours over it a pitcher of 
rather tepid water. She allow* tho pot 
to stand in tho pall until tho water has 
soaked through the soil. 


Dust is an enemy to plant Ilfo, Plants 


breathe through their leaves, there- 
fore It is necessary to keep them free 
from dust. At least onco a week, and 
oftencr If the room Is very warm or 
dusty, tho plants should be put In a 
bathtub and gently sprinkled with a 
bath spray. 


Hain, of course, never falls on plants 


at tlm temperature and force It comes 
from a hydrant. Therefore give thorn 
a gentle Rhower, but see that all parts 
of th« leaves are thoroughly washed.

Potatoes . O'Brien.—Threo cupfuls of 


dried potatoes, two cupfuls of milk, 
one-half cupful of flour, one-half cup- 
ful of butter, one teaspoonful of salt, 
one-fourth teaspoonful of pepper, one 
.chopped green pepper and one cupful 
of grated cheese. Make white sauce of 
milk, flour, butter, salt and pepper. 
Add grated cheese and chop pepper. 
Stir yntil cheese Is melted. Pour over 
potatoes, cover with two cupfuls of 
breadcrumbs moistened with two tea- 
Bpoonfuls of butter and bake until tho 
crumbs are brown. 


Potatoes With Mint.—Boil new pota- 


toes until nearly done," then put in a 
few sprigs of fresh mint. 
Cook ten 


minutes, drain and dry off uncovered. 
Have .melted butter in a serving dish. 
Put over the potatoes and dip over 


• them the melted butter. Garnish with 
sprigs of mint. 


Hot Potato Salad.—Wash and boil 


email potatoes, removing the skins, and 
pour over them a hot salad dressing 
made of one-half 
cupful 
of bacon 


grease, one-quarter cupful of vinegar. 


ono teaspoontul of salt, pepper or pa- 
prika to taste, onion juice or chives, if 
desired. 


Hashed Brown Potatoes.—To uvo 


cupfuls of cold boiled potatoes, cut in 
dice, add pepper, salt and one-third cup 
of fat. 
Mix and cook three minutes, 


stirring constantly. 
Pack and let it 


brown beneath. Fold and serve on a 
hot plate. 


French Pried Potatoes.—Pare and cut 


in eighths, lengthwise, medium sized 
potatoes. Soak in cold water one hour. 
Dry between towels, put in a wire bas- 
ket and fry in hot fat. If the fat is too 
hot the potatoes will brown before they 
are done. Salt as soon as they are re- 
moved from the basket.

Proverbs xiilt, 14, and you 
Will htivp n good cake, 


Seasonable Fur Coats 


HE fur coats of tho season range all 


the way from the conservatively 


practical to the elegantly bizarre; but, 
on the whole, they are exceeding smart 
and attractive, and fur frcaklshness 
seems to be confined chiefly to the 
small pieces, 


^^ost of the fur coats follow lines 


much like those of last winter, but the 
dressy fur coat narrows slightly to- 
ward the bottom instead of widening, 
and its fronts are frequently cut away 
In more or less pronounced fashion.

er exceptional to find a handsome coat 
all In one fur. 


The new fur motor coats show width

etor o£ tho St. James hotel In Middle- 
sex street, 
was lined 
350 by Judge 


Hadlcy in police court this morning, 
after finding: him guilty of the illegal 
sale of liquor. According to tho testi- 
mony offered by two supernumeraries 
of tho police department, they visited 
the hotel on Sun/lay, Oct. 22nd, «nd 
wero served liquor without first or- 
dering; food. 
Lawyer Thomas J. En- 
right appeared for the defendant and 
the' government's case was conducted 
by Supt. Redmond Welch of. the police 
department. 
The first witness for tho government 


•was William G. Lee, a supernumerary 
in tho police department. In answer to 
questions ashed by Supt. Welch, the 
witness said ho visited tho St. James' 
hotel at about 1 o'clock on Sunday, 
Oct. 22. Charles C. Wallace, also a 
supernumerary, was with Officer Lee. 


Witness said: "When wo reached the 
hotel we entered tile dining room and 
I ordered a bottle of ginger beer and a 
bottle of green label lager beer. We 
gave no other order. When tho waiter 
got our order he brought mo a plate of 
beans and placed a plate of soup in 
front of Officer Lee. We did not order 
any food. I paid 20 cents to the waiter 
for the drinks. Thero weru about a 
dozen or fifteen people in the room at 
tho time." 


Cross examined by Lawyer Enrlghr, 
the witness answered: 
"I was ap- 


pointed a member of the police de- 
partment in Ulay of this year. I um 


. not doing; regular police duty. I work 


In tho mill except when culled upon to 
do special work. 


"I reported at the police station at 10 
o clock on tho morning in (question nnd 
loft about 10.20 o'clock. I 
wan 
in- 


structed to go out uncl visit hotels, and 
we were given money with which to 
make purchases in order to secure evi- 
dence of Illegal sulcs. 


"After leaving tlio police Btation wo 


went first to the Park hotel, where'I 
ordered a bottle of beer and tasted ft. 
Officer Wallace also ordered beer and 
tasted It. 


"We then 
visited 
tlio Merrlmack 


house, where we had beer. Kach of us 
tasted tho beer. We then went to the 
St. James' hotel." 


"Were the beans hot?" the witness 
was asked. 


"I don't know," was the answer. 
"You didn't tawto them?" 
"Ko, I wouldn't take a chance on 
them." 
Officer Wallace 


Cluirles c. Wallace, also a 
super- 


numerary, was the next witness called, 
and his testimony was in corroboratlon 
of that offered by Officer Lee. 
Tho Defense 


Hugh Ferguson, proprietor of the St 


James hotel 
and defendant in 
tho 
ease, testified that he resides In the 
hotel and was around the premises all 
nay Sunday, October 22. Ho 
spent 
the greater part of the day near the 
door In order to prevent intoxicated 
or objectionable persons from frequent- 
ing the premises. Witness said that 
his attention had been railed to the 
two officers as they left the place, one 
of lila clerks telling him that tho men 
were supernumeraries. 


Mr. Ferguson testified that ho had 


warned his clerks not to serve liquor 
to minors or intoxicated persons or to 
people who did not first call for food. 
He further said that no beans had 


ever been served in that dining-room 
on Sundays since he had been conduct- 
ing the hotel. As for the bottle 
of 


ninger ale which Officer Lee said ho 


, ordered and received, Mr. Ferguson said 
tbat singer ale was served by the glass 
and not by the bottle and 
that the 


price for a bottle was five and not ten 
cents. 


Michael R. Haggerty, a waiter at the 


hotel, said that on tho.day of the al- 
leged illegal sale the officers entered 
the dining room and Mr. Lee ordered a 
bottle of beer. Witness said he walked 
away and refused to serve the drinks 
The two irien then walked out. 
After 


they left tho place he said ho told Mr. 
Ferguson that ho thought they wero 
two supernumeraries. 
Questioned by 
the court as to why he thought they 
were supernumeraries the witness said 
that ho was suspicious owing to the 
manner in which they acted. Ho fur- 
ther said that neither of the men was 
served with either food or drink. 
Witness said that he had been in- 


structed not to serve drink to any per- 
son who did not first ask for food.
